TRAVELS  TO  BRAZIL

The  Student  Missionary  Fellowship 
(SMF)  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College, 
under  the  supervision  of  World  Missions 
director  Dr.  Stan  Nussbaum  is  excited 
to  announce  that  four  FWBC  students 
have  been  selected  for  the  College's 
very  first  summer  missions  team,  slated 
for  Brazil  this  summer. 

The  team,  organized  by  SMF  out- 
reach chairperson  Susan  Boklaga,  will 
be  working  in  Brazil  for  six  weeks  this 
summer  in  conjunction  with  the  sum- 
mer missions  program  sponsored  by 
the  Missionary  Church. 

While  in  Brazil,  each  team  member 
will  be  living  with  a  Brazilian  family  and 
performing  various  ministry  tasks  as 
directed  by  the  field  chairman  of  the 
Brazilian  field.  These  tasks  will  include 
youth/inner  city  work,  preparing  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  material,  and  doing 
computer  work  with  local  churches. 

Gerald  Steele,  furloughing  mission- 
ary from  Brazil,  assisted  the  team  in 
cultural  preparation  prior  to  their  depar- 
ture on  June  11.  Each  team  member 
underwent  a  "prefield"  orientation,  as 
well  as  raising  financial  support  of 
$1921  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  trip,  in- 
cluding living  expenses. 

The  main  objective  of  the  summer 
team  is  not  only  to  be  obedient  to 
Christ's  commission  to  "Go  and  make 
disciples  of  all  nations,  .  .  .  teaching 
them  to  observe  all  that  I  commanded 
you  .  .  ."  (Matthew  28:19-20),  but  is 
also  an  effort  to  promote  a  greater  mis- 
sions awareness  on  the  campus  of  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College.  It  is  hoped  that,  in 
the  future,  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College 
will  be  the  sending  agency  for  summer

The  78th  FWBC  Graduating  Class

The  occasion  is  a  serious  one.  Yet  the 
excitement  and  feeling  of  victory  that 
fills  the  air  is  unquestionable.

YOUTH  CONFERENCE  '86  "ANCHORED" 
65  YOUTH  TO  CHRIST

"Anchored"  was  the  theme  of  the 
1986  Youth  Conference,  held  on  the 
FWBC  campus,  at  which  over  300 
teens  attended  and  over  one  third  of  the 
FWBC  student  body  participated.  From 
April  11-13,  teens  lived  in  the  dorms,  ate 
in  the  cafeteria,  attended  services  and, 
in  general,  did  all  of  the  "typical"  things 
FWBC  students  do. 

However,  the  real  story  of  this  year's 
conference  is  in  the  individuals  who 
attended. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  a  neighbor- 
hood junior-high  boy  saw  a  truck  un- 
loading equipment  for  the  concert  that 
evening.  He  volunteered  to  help  carry 
equipment  in,  and  hung  around  to  lis- 
ten to  the  band.  Following  the  concert, 
he  asked  if  he  could  come  back  for  the 
services  on  Saturday  ...  a  curiosity,  a 
beginning  —  to  know  Christ. 

Meanwhile,  another  new  relationship 
with  the  Lord  was  beginning  to  build.  As 
the  result  of  a  divorce,  an  older  Bible 
College  student  had  not  had  contact 
with  his  17-year  old  son  for  eleven 
years.  Recently,  in  a  move  of  reconcilia- 


tion, the  father,  an  FWBC  student,  be- 
gan working  to  establish  a  relationship 
with  his  son.  When  he  mentioned  the 
Youth  Conference,  his  son  expressed 
an  interest  in  attending. 

Saturday  evening,  along  with  65 
others,  these  two  individuals  —  a  junior 
high  youth  and  a  17-year  old  gave  their 
lives  to  Jesus  Christ. 

The  true  measure  of  any  conference 
isn't  in  the  attendance,  the  finances,  or 
the  quality  of  programming.  What  really 
counts  are  the  lives  that  are  changed  as 
a  result  of  the  conference.  The  objective 
of  the  conference  was  to  invite  youth 
from  all  backgrounds  to  come  and  learn 
about  Christ  and  lead  them  to  their  own 
walk  with  the  Lord. 

The  conference  theme,  "Anchored", 
was  based  on  Ephesians  4:14,  "Then 
you  will  no  longer  be  infants,  tossed 
back  and  forth  by  the  waves,  and  blown 
here  and  there  by  every  wind  of 
teaching  .  .  .".  In  this  case,  Youth  Con- 
ference '86  will  be  considered  success- 
ful because  of  individuals  like  these 
whose  lives  were  "anchored"  to  the 
rock  of  our  salvation. 


ENDOWMENT 
PROMOTES 
MISSION  INTERESTS 
IN  NEW  WAYS

The  Clyde  Taylor  Endowment  for 
World  Missions,  now  in  its  sixth  year,  is 
enriching  the  world  mission  program  in 
a  variety  of  ways.  In  March  1986,  Gregg 
Livingston,  founder  of  a  mission  for 
Muslim  evangelism  (Frontiers,  Inc.), 
spoke  at  an  FWBC  chapel  and  at  the 
annual  Outreach  Missions  Conference, 
subsidized  by  the  endowment. 

In  November  1985,  Don  Richardson, 
author  of  Peace  Child  and  other  widely 
read  missions  books,  was  brought  to 
campus  as  a  Clyde  Taylor  lecturer  for  a 
Spiritual  Emphasis  morning.  Livingston 
and  Richardson  both  continued  the  fine 
tradition  of  the  mission  lecture  series 
which,  in  previous  years,  has  sponsored 
such  men  as  L.L.  King  and  Clyde  Taylor 
himself.  Beginning  this  year,  copies  of 
the  lectures  in  booklet  format  are  avail- 
able to  FWBC  students  and  to  any 
Pulse/Lifelines  readers  who  request 
them. 

The  Endowment  has  also  provided 
scholarships  of  $500  each  to  three  stu- 
dents for  the  last  two  years.  Recipients 
are  students  who  have  expressed  a 
career  goal  in  missions  and  who  have 
demonstrated  the  academic  ability,  atti- 
tude, and  skills  required  for  missionary 
service. 

Earnings  from  the  first  $25,000  of  the 
endowment  (the  original  gift)  are  re- 
stricted to  these  lectureships,  schol- 
arships, and  the  promotion  of  missions 
conferences  on  campus.  Earnings  from 
additional  gifts  to  the  endowment  are 
being  used  in  some  new  ways  this  year. 

The  Church  around  the  World 
monthly  newsletter  is  being  distributed 
to  FWBC  students  and  faculty.  A  mod- 
est subsidy  has  been  made  to  the 
monthly  mission  film  series  planned  for 
weekend  evenings  by  the  Student  Mis- 
sionary Fellowship.

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Reverend  Daryl  Cartmel 
The  Servant-Leader 

THE  MEMORY  OF 
DARYL  CARTMEL

Reverend  Daryl  W.  Cartmel  built  a 
legacy  which  will  long  linger  in  our 
memories  —  a  man  who  truly  dedicated 
his  life  to  spreading  the  Church  around 
the  world  and  training  church  lead- 
ership. 

A  native  of  Australia,  reared  in  a  good 
Christian  home,  and  a  graduate  of  Col- 
lege of  the  Bible  in  Melbourne,  he 
sensed  the  call  of  God  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  all  nations  and  build  the 
Church  of  Christ  throughout  the  world. 
In  response  to  that  calling,  he  went  to 
India  as  a  missionary.  There  he  met  Bea 
Shrum,  a  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance  missionary,  whom  he  married 
in  1949.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  affiliated 
with  the  C&MA  and  later  taught  in 
Union  Biblical  Seminary,  Yeotmal, 
India.  Daryl  and  Bea  were  missionaries 
in  India  for  20  years. 

Daryl,  Bea,  and  their  three  children, 
Warren,  Bronwyn,  and  Jennifer  came 
to  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  in  1968. 
For  sixteen  years,  Daryl  taught  missions 
and  anthropology  courses.  During  his 
ministry  at  FWBC,  several  very  signifi- 
cant themes  emerged  in  his  teaching. 
The  following  are  those  which  appear  to 
be  most  prominent. 

The  greatness  of  God.  Daryl  was 
continually  awed  at  the  greatness  of 
God.  He  could  expound  extensively 
and  intensively  on  Psalm  145,  "His 
greatness  is  unsearchable."  Daryl  had  a 
deep  concern  that  the  students'  concept 


of  God  be  enlarged  so  they  would  be 
inspired  to  reach  out  to  all  the  peoples 
of  God's  world  with  His  love. 

Cross-cultural  communication. 

"Since  God's  love  reaches  out  to  all,  his 
children  must  learn  to  communicate 
effectively  across  cultural  barriers."  As  a 
result  of  Daryl's  conviction  to  this 
thought,  he  worked  for  a  second  mas- 
ter's degree  in  archeology  at  Ball  State 
University  and  conducted  extensive  re- 
search in  the  Amish  community  north- 
east of  Fort  Wayne,  establishing  an  inti- 
mate relationship  with  them. 

He  also  initiated  the  current  student 
exchange  program  between  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College  and  Jamaica 
Theological  Seminary,  a  sister  institu- 
tion in  the  Missionary  Church.  This 
program  continues  to  serve  as  a  valu- 
able catalyst  for  sensitizing  students 
and  faculty  to  greater  cross-cultural 
awareness. 

Commitment  to  a  local  church. 
Very  frequently,  Daryl  urged  students  to 
get  more  intimately  involved  in  the  acti- 
vities of  a  local  church  while  on  campus. 
He  saw  the  importance  of  building  a 

His  concern  was  to  so  enlarge 
his  students'  concept  of  God  that 
they  would  he  inspired  to  reach  out 
in  love  to  all  the  peoples  of  God's 
world. 

strong  "body-life"  relationship  which 
can  serve  as  a  solid  foundation  for  fu- 
ture ministry.  This  was  not  merely  a 
conceptual  theme.  He  practiced  it  local- 
ly at  the  C&MA  Gospel  Temple,  where 
he  served  faithfully  as  an  elder,  adult 
Sunday  School  teacher,  Wednesday 
evening  prayer  and  Bible  study  leader, 
and  interim  church  leader. 

Commitment  to  family.  Daryl 
was  a  family  man.  The  needs  and  well- 
being  of  Bea  and  the  three  children 
were  of  the  highest  priority.  He  encour- 
aged all  of  them  to  follow  their  educa- 
tional goals  freely  and  confidently. 

After  leaving  FWBC,  Daryl  was  in- 
vited to  teach  in  the  Alliance  Bible  Col- 
lege in  Metro-Manila,  Philippines.  Just 
days  before  their  scheduled  departure, 
it  became  evident  that  Daryl  needed 
radical  surgery  due  to  a  malignant 
tumor.  Only  two  months  after  the 
surgery,  the  Cartmels  were  on  their  way 
to  the  Philippines  anticipating  their 
ministry  of  training  national  leaders  for 
the  church  in  the  Far  East.  After  five 
months,  the  cancer  returned  and  they 
had  to  return  to  the  States  for  further

Soon  I  will  be  completing  six  years  as 
president  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College.  I 
came  to  this  position  with  a  strong  sense 
of  God's  calling,  and  a  large  dose  of 
optimism.

Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  is  now  pre- 
pared to  move  into  a  position  of  lead- 
ership in  today's  world  of  church  growth 
and  ministry.  There  is  an  atmosphere 
on  campus  that  encourages  both  intel- 
lectual and  spiritual  growth.  There  is 
anticipation  and  even  eagerness  to  be 
on  the  cutting  edge  of  God's  program  in 
these  days  of  change  and  uncertainty. 

The  faculty  has  stamped  its  character 
on  the  curriculum  and,  as  you  are  well 
aware,  the  curriculum  was  rated  to  be  of 
excellent  quality  by  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools. 
The  Board  has  led  the  way  to  institu- 
tional strength  and  vitality  by  its  sacrifi- 
cial gifts  and  its  courageous  and  vision- 
ary leadership  in  fiscal  matters. 

The  most  urgent  task  facing  our 
school  at  this  point  is  a  broad  scale 
marketing  program  that  will  enable  us 
to  have  an  effective  voice  in  the  worldof 
the  contemporary  church. 

FWBC  has  a  good  educational  sys- 
tem. Our  alumni  are  evidence  of  a  great 
process.  Our  only  real  problem  is  that 
we  are  a  well-kept  secret.  But  that  is  a 
problem  that  is  easily  solved. 

As  I  see  it,  this  school  is  ready  to  take 
giant  steps  into  the  future.  God  bless 
you  all!

treatment.  Daryl  endured  thirteen  con- 
secutive hours  of  surgery. 

After  follow-up  radiation  treatment, 
Daryl  was  eager  to  continue  teaching. 
Simpson  Bible  College  was  in  need  of  a 
missions  professor,  and  the  Cartmels 
moved  to  San  Francisco  to  teach  as 
long  as  the  Lord  gave  strength.  During 
the  final  stages  of  the  disease,  Daryl 
taught  from  his  bed,  as  late  as  October 
25.  On  October  30,  1985,  he  went  to  be 
with  the  Lord,  having  lived  a  life  cele- 
brating His  presence.

Lere  it  is  —  the  building  that  Phase  III  is  all  about. 
Students  someday  will  probably  come  to  call  it  "the  gym", 
but  it  will  be  far  more  than  a  gymnasium.  A  major  multi- 
purpose facility,  the  Activites  Center  will  be  comprised  of 
41,000  square  feet  including  a  new,  larger  gymnasium 
with  the  ability  to  provide  seating  for  more  than  3,000;
